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Who's who: An introduction 
to the Utah 4 pamtiGal scene

If national elections are any indica- 
tion, BYU is located in the middle of 
the most Republican and conserva- 
tive county in one of the most conser- 
vative states in the country. 

In 1988, President Bush received 
79 percent of Utah County votes in 
the November election. In 1984, Rea- 
gan did even better than that. 

In U.S. congressional races, Re- 
publican candidates usually walk 
away from Utah County with a major- 
ity close to 70 percent. The rest of the 
state isn’t too far behind — Bush, for 
example, lost in only one of Utah’s 29 
counties in 1988. 

Given these numbers, no one new 
to Utah will be surprised to learn Re- 
publicans hold the majority of Utah’s 
elected seats. They might be sur- 
prised, however, to learn that 
Democrats win some too. 

Utah’s five-congressmen delega- 
tion to Washington, D.C., for exam- 
ple, includes a Democrat representa- 
tive. And, although a clear minority, 
Democrats in the Utah Legislature 
manage to take some of the conserva- 
tive edge off legislation. 

Gov. Norm Bangerter and Lt. Gov. 
Val Oveson, both Republicans, ran 
together in 1988 and won a second 
four-year term as Utah’s executive 
team. 

The 1988 election was close — 
Bangerter won by just a couple per- 
centage points, beating Democrat 
Ted Wilson — and was made interest- 
ing by a third party candidate who 
garnished almost 20 percent of the 
vote. 

Both Bangerter and Oveson at- 
tended BYU. Oveson graduated with 
a degree in accounting in 1976. 
Bangerter, however, transferred to 
the University of Utah. 

Bangerter, 57, holds a conservative

agenda and lists education, economic 
development, the environment and 
government efficiency as the four ar- 
eas in which he would like to make 
improvements in Utah. 

Sen. Jake Garn, Utah’s senior sena- 
tor, was first elected in 1974. A con- 
servative Republican, Garn is known 
for his work as the ranking Republi- 
can member on the Senate Commit- 
tee on Banking, Housing and Urban 
Affairs. He also sits on a number of 
other committees. 

Garn, who orbited the Earth as an 
honorary astronaut during a space 
shuttle mission in the mid-1980s, is a 
strong proponent of the country’s 
space program. 

Garn’s term is up in 1992, and he 
has not announced if he will run for 
re-election. 

Utah’s junior senator is Sen. Orrin 
Hatch. A conservative Republican, 
Hatch is well known for his work as 
the ranking member of the Senate

School prayer and education 
funding are two issues many of Utah’s 
politicians say are commanding the 
state’s spotlight this fall, and watch- 
ing these issues will give observers an 
idea of how Utah politics work. 

“A lot has happened with school 
prayer this summer,” said Rep. John 
Valentine, R-Orem, a state represen- 
tative. 

“It’s a ‘sexy’ issue that will receive a 
lot more press.” 

The issue first caught public atten- 
tion early in the summer when the 
Utah chapter of the American Civil 
Liberties Union threatened to file 
suit against school districts where 
prayer is a part of high school gradua- 
tion ceremonies. 

After receiving mixed responses to 
its threat, the ACLU went ahead and 
filed law suits against the Alpine and 
Granite school districts. The suits 
claim that praying at school functions, 
including graduation, is a violation of 
the constitutional separation of 
church and state. 

As the ACLU was busy preparing 
the suits, Gov. Norm Bangerter of- 
fered monetary assistance from the 
state to any school district named by 
the ACLU. This opened a new debate 
between state officials and the ACLU 
on the legality of using state money in 
the legal defense of a school district. 

In the meantime, Bangerter was 
helped by a number of attorneys and 
law firms who have volunteered time 
to aid in the school districts’ defense. 

The questions Aave yet to be an- 
swered, and Utahns are left waiting 
to see if the matter will be solved 
before the suits go to trial. 

On a list of Utah’s top issues that 
Bangerter’s office sent The Daily 
Universe, school prayer ranked sec- 
ond, behind funding Utah’s public ed- 
ucation. 

In the 1990 General Session of the 
Utah Legislature, public education 


was given record funding increases 
including a six percent increase in the 
salary and benefits of Utah’s teach- 
ers. The increase was possible be- 
cause of a large tax surplus. 

In next year’s general session, 
however, lawmakers predict no sur- 
plus. In fact, several legislators are 
backing proposals that will reduce 
some state revenues, including rev- 
enue from sales and property tax. 

“The tax situation has complicated 
the education funding packages,” 
Valentine said. “The Legislature 


won't be in the same-position it was 


last time when it had the’stifplus. 

The tax situation topped Valen- 
tine’s list of the most important issues 
facing Utah. He said proposals to 
drop sales tax on food items and to 
change the way property tax is as- 
sessed in Utah will also be hotly de- 
bated in the coming months. 

Dropping the state sales tax on food 
was sponsored last year by the Inde- 
pendent Party of Utah. As the debate 
on the proposal has become louder, its 
support has gotten stronger. The sup- 
port could be strong enough by the 
Legislature’s 1991 session that a bill 
dropping the tax would be passed. 

Several other issues will be surfac- 
ing in Utah’s political waters in the 
coming months. 

Possible changes in Utah’s abortion 
law, an issue that was addressed and 
then brushed aside in the Legisla- 
ture’s last session, is high on the 
state’s political agenda. 

An abortion task force has been 
gathering information during the last 
few months and will soon open hear- 
ings for public input. State legislators 
expect the task force’s finding will be 
used to construct a bill that will be 
presented to the 1991 Legislature. 

In last year’s State of the State Ad- 
dress, Bangerter called for the cre- 
ation of the Department of Environ- 
mental Quality. Debate on how the 
department will be organized and 
how much authority it will be given is 
still going strong among state offi- 
cials. 
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“Heaven is not reached in a single bound” 
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Committee on Labor and Human Re 
sources. 

Hatch, who sits on the Senate’s Ju- 
diciary Committee, was a practicing 
attorney before he was first elected to 
the Senate in 1976. His seat will be up 
for election in 1994. 

BYU is located in the middle of 
Utah’s 3rd Congressional District, 
where Rep. Howard Nielson, a for- 
mer BYU professor, is the U. 'S. rep- 
resentative. 

Nielson, a Republican, was elected 
in 1982 and was the 38rd District’s first 
representative, as the district was 
created following the 1980 U.S. Cen- 
sus. 

Nielson announced his retirement 
last year, and an unusually harsh 
campaign to replace him has followed. 
Karl Snow and John Harmer are bat- 
tling in the Republican primary to see 
who will face Democrat Bill Orton in 
November’s general election. 

Rep. James Hansen, a Republican, 
represents Utah’s 1st District and 
Rep. Wayne Owens, a Democrat, 
represents Utah’s 2nd District. 

Utah has a bicameral legislature 
that includes a 29-member Senate and 
75-member House of Representa- 
tives. 

Twenty-three Republicans and six 
Democrats make up the Senate, while 
the House of Representatives is di- 
vided between 47 Republicans and 28 
Democrats. Representatives are 
elected to two-year terms, and Sena- 
tors to four-year terms.

_ The results are in. Four out of the 
five most popular majors at BYU are 
liberal arts majors, which emphasize 
writing and other skills necessary to 
survive in the real world or to get into 
graduate school. 

The statistics were provided by C e- 

cilia Fielding of BYU Public Commu- 
nications, and they are based on the 
number of people who declared each 
major in Fall Semester 1989. 
_ The most popular major is busi- 
ness, with 2,719 declarations. Next 
are elementary education, with 1,593; 
communications, with 1,359; English, 
with 1,105; and psychology, with 
1,021. 

One thing most of these majol's 
share in common is their broad liberal 
education base, which makes them 

particularly good for graduate school 
prepar ation. 

' Kent Haws, academic adviser for 
the College of Humanities, said the 
English major is popular for that very 
reason. 

It emphasizes reading and writing 
skills and teaches how to analyze and 
soly e problems. 

Haws said this is not only helpful 
for getting into graduate school, but 
since most college graduates wind up 
working in something other than 
what they majored in, it prepares 
them for real life as well.

Psychology is another major that 
provides a great pre-professional cur- 
riculum, said Wayne Hansen of the 
Placement Center. Its liberal educa- 
tion base provides a good background 
for getting into graduate schools. 

The business school, an exception 
to the liberal education rule. is popu- 
lar because of its faculty and staff, 
who are very helpful to students, said 
Claudine’ Hawkes,- an academic ad- 
viser for the business school. 

Hawkes said the business program 
is also popular because of the facilities 
it makes available to students, such as 
the computer lab.

“It is very im- 
portant to both landlord and tenant,” 
said John A ; ote of the Off- 
Campus Hob sing office. “It verifies 
the conditiof of the apar tment at the 
time the tenant moved in. 

“This tenant evaluation should be 
completed within the first five days of 
tenancy,” he said. 

“Ideally the tenant should sign the 
checklist, allow the landlord to sign it, 
then each have a copy,” said Pace. 

If the landlord cannot or will not, 
then a neutral third party, such as 
someone from the off-campus office, 
can come and review the tenants 
checklist and sign the document, he 
added. 

Pace recommends that if students 
have signed a contract they should 
look for any unkept conditions of the 
contract and let the landlord know of 
these so he can have them fixed. 

If students are looking for an apart- 
ment, Pace recommends they look at 
the apartment before renting and talk 
to the previous tenants, who can tell 
the student of any problems they en- 


contract has been 
breached (broken). 

When this occurs the tenant may 
seek a termination of the contract 
through BYU arbitration. This 
means BYU will be the mediator be- 
tween the landlord and the tenant. 

Arbitration is an option if the rental 
agreement has a “BYU. arbitration 
clause” in it, or if both parties agree to 
submit to the arbitration. 

Sometimes students decide they no 
longer want to live in the apartment 
after signing the contract. 

In this case, Pace said, “Students 
need to find a replacement tenant to 
satisfy the contractual obligation with 
the landlord.” 

This can be done by listing the 
available apartment with the BYU 
off-campus housing referral service 
by calling 378-5066. 

Flyers can be placed on bulletin 
boards on campus that allow posting, 
such as the Public Notice Board on 
the first floor of the ELWC. 

Pace said, “Even with all the meth- 
ods employed, it’s difficult for a single

Obtaining a permit requires each 
applicant to complete a BYU vehicle 
registration card. Each automobile is 
also required to have an emissions 
test before obtaining a university 
parking sticker. 

State vehicle registration and uni- 
versity identification are also re- 
quired — along with the appropriate 
fee. 

Purchase of a BYU parking permit 
does not guarantee that a parking 
place will be available within a partic- 
ular lot, but only allows an individual 
to park when a space is available. 

G permits are available starting 
Sept. 4. Questions about permits and 
parking can be answered by the Traf- 
fic Office at 378-3906.

Various forms of financial aid can 
alleviate the high cost of schooling

While the cost of education is high, 
various resources are available to stu- 
dents who need assistance with fi- 
nancing,their,education. 

Theeost of aneducation at BYU for 
Fall and Winter semesters, including 
housing and living expenses, can run 
from about $7,450 for an undergradu- 
ate student who is a member of The 
Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-day 
Saints to $10,875 for a non LDS stu- 
dent in the Graduate School of Man- 
agement or the J. Reuben Clark Law 
School according to the BYU 1990-91 
Financial Aid Application. 

Since minimum wage at BYU is 
$4.60 per hour and full-time under- 
graduate students with a campus job 
are only allowed to work 20 hours per 
week, the average student could ex- 
pect to earn $2,944 before taxes are 
deducted. 

First year GSM and law students 
are discouraged from working. This 
could be frightening for one who must 
support himself through school. 

Scott Strong, an assistant director 
of financial aid at BYU, said one of the 
questions many students have is how 
to apply for financial aid. 

Students who have been admitted 
to BYU day school and are making 


satisfactory academic progress can 
apply for financial aid by going to the 
Financial Aid office and getting a 
BYU Financial Aid Application and 
the ACT Family Financial State- 
ment, Strong said. 

They can also make an appointment 
to talk with a-financial aid officers 

Students also ask “How do I know if 
I’m eligible (for aid)?” Strong said. 
“The only way to know is to go 
through the process.” 

Multicultural Programs within the 
department of Student Life also 
provide tuition funding for students 
of Lamanite descent or other ethnic 
backgrounds through their financial 
aid office, said Lavay Talk, a financial 
aid officer in Student Life. 

The Multicultural Financial Aid of- 
fice generally serves American Indi- 
ans and those of Hispanic and Polyne- 
sian descent, Talk said. “We do serve 
others; the next biggest population is 
black Americans and (those of) other 
multicultural backgrounds.” 

Those who wish to apply for the 
Lamanite Award must be a “mini- 
mum of one-fourth American Indian, 
Polynesian or Central/South Ameri- 
can Indian blood,” according to a form 
provided by the office. “Indian tribes 
ask for a certificate of Indian blood,” 
Talk said. 

Talk said the awards provided

Sept. 7 in the ELWC Memorial 
Lounge for last names beginning with 
A-L, and in rooms 394-396 ELWC for 
names M-Z. Distribution time is be- 
tween 8 a.m. and 5 p.m., with a few 
exceptions.

If students are taking light loads 
because they have to work extra 
hours to support their young families, 
then “a hard look” needs to be given to 
the student assistance policy, Elder 
Oaks said. 

Admitting students who can handle 
rigorous academic work does not

dents with the highest test scores and 
grades. Such a practice would lead to 
an elitist atmosphere that does not 
serve the Church or the student body, 
Elder Oaks said. 

“We must continue to develop ways 
to measure and give weight to some 
other qualities like faith, heart, wis- 
dom and motivation, which, in combi- 
nation with more numerical criteria, 
qualify young men and women for the 
leadership and accomplishments we 
seek to serve in this university,” he 
said.

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The Y: All you have ever 
wanted to know and more

A question that may be floating 
around in the minds of new students is 
“Why on Earth is there a huge block 
Y painted on the side of the mountain 
east of campus?” 

Why indeed? 

According to the book, “Brigham 
Young University, A House of 
Faith,” it all started in 1906 after a 
skirmish between the junior class and 
the senior class led to student officers 
deciding to place a permanent BYU 
logo on the mountain. 

The skirmish was because the ju- 
niors painted their graduation year 
(07) on the mountain. This caused an- 
gry seniors to round up the juniors 
they thought were responsible and 
shave their heads. 

A professor of drafting, along with 
three of his students, surveyed the 
hillside for the placement of a new 
logo. Later, the student body spent 
an entire day passing lime, rocks and 
sand from person to person up the 


Poumet in a line to create the letter 


The original plan was to create the 
full name, “BYU,” but since making 
the Y had been such hard work the 
idea of adding a B and a U was aban- 
doned. 

For years after, it was an annual 
tradition on Y-Day to form a bucket 
brigade and whitewash the Y. 

The brigade ended in 1978 when 
student interest declined and the 
forest service became concerned 
about erosion of the hill caused by 
hundreds of people climbing all over it 
at the same time. 

At that time the “BYU Physical 
Plant cemented and sealed the Y at a 
cost of $30,000, thereby eliminating 
any need for the annual whitewash- 
ing,” says the “House of Faith” book. 

According to statistics provided by 
BYU Public Communications, the Y 
is 330 feet long by 120 feet wide.

Local attractions 
boast of Utah fun

Provo may not be Los Angeles or 
New York when it comes to enter- 
taining tourists, but it does have 
plenty of attractions the big cities 
don’t have, including intriguing 
mountain caverns and the world’s 
tallest water shde. 

For enjoying the outdoors: Tim- 
panogos Cave National Monument is 
afew minutes drive up Provo Canyon 
on Highway 92. Tour guides take visi- 
tors on a 1.5 mile hike to three cav- 
erns. 

The caves feature translucent crys- 
tals and colorful geological formations 
including the “Cavern of Sleep” and 
“Father Time Jewel Box.” The cave 
temperatures are cool and light jack- 
ets or sweaters are recommended for 
tthe three hour tour.

The road to Mount Timpanogos is 
called the Alpine Scenic Loop and cir- 
cles Mount Timpanogos. Attractions 
along the drive include Bridal Veil 
Falls and Vivian Park. 

The Bridal Veil aerial tramway, the 
steepest tramway in the world, takes 
passengers to the top of the double 
cataract falls to overlook Utah Valley 
and Mount Timpanogos. 

Vivian Park is a creek-side grass 
area with picnic tables and a covered 
patio. Other parks and campgrounds 
can be found along the drive up Provo 
Canyon. 

Park City offers horseback riding, 
an Alpine Slide and other summer ac- 
tivities while awaiting the ski season. 
A cluster of ski resorts, including 
Park West, Brighton, Solitude, 
Snowbird, Alta and Sundance will 
open as soon as snow falls. 

Also in the mountains above Provo 
are Deer Creek Lake State Park, 
with waterskiing, windsurfing, boat- 
ing and fishing, and the Wasatch 
Mountain State Park located north- 
west of Midway. 

For thrill entertainment: The La- 
goon features a water park, rides, 


plays, musical shows and the Pioneer 


. Village. It is located in Farmington, 


about 15 miles north of Salt Lake. 
Closer to Provo is the Seven Peaks 
Resort and Water Park. The park 
claims to have the world’s tallest wa- 
ter slide at 95 feet. There are 45 water 


rides and a sports area for volleyball, B& 


basketball and baseball games. It is 
located at the east end of Center 
Street on Seven Peaks Parkway in 
Provo.

In southern Utah, tourists 
Zion National Park, Bryee Canyon 
National Park, Cedar Breaks Na- 
tional Monument, Canyonlands Na- 
tional Park, Arches National Park, 
Glen Canyon National Recreation 
Area, Capitol Reef National Park and 
Natural Bridges National Monument. 

Northern Utah is home of Di- 
nosaurland, 20 miles east of Vernal.

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New computerized lunch system 
helps eliminate cafeteria hassles

The old computer system used by 
BYU Food Services was more of an 
evolution than anything else, said 
Dean Fairbanks, assistant vice-presi- 
dent of auxiliary services. 

It was a system “we developed 
ourselves,” not very flexible, but it 
filled a need, Fairbanks said. 

After a two year search, however, 
anew system was found that made an 
already obsolete system look pitiful. 

The system is called Vali-dine, and 
was developed by a company that al- 
ready services 25 to 30 major cam- 
puses, Fairbanks said. 

“It’s a very broad base system,” 
Fairbanks said. “First, it is a new 
computer system that will give us ac- 
curate records on who is eating and 
where they are eating.” 

This management service will allow 
for more cost efficiency in buying sup- 
plies and providing the food students 


really want by keeping a tally of what 
is purchased. This should do away 
with the old guess system of food pro- 
duction. 

The new system should also help 
students get in and out with better 
service. 

“Have you ever stood in line at the 
Cougareat and waited behind some- 
one who said they were on a list some- 
where?” Fairbanks said. “The new 
system eliminates lists.” 

It also eliminates extra meal ticket 
cards by using existing BYU identifi- 
cation cards. 

Students won’t need to get a new 
I.D. card, Fairbanks said, “But they 
will need to have (their old cards) en- 
coded.” Encoding should only take 
about seven seconds at any cashier 
stand. 

Nancy VanHouten is the manager 
of Cannon Center Dining. She is ex- 
cited about the new system. “I feel 
good about it,” VanHouten said. “It 
will be very helpful and should be a

The volunteer hours are flexible. 
Students can donate one hour a week 
reading to the blind, or they can 
spend as muchas 15 hours a week, she 
said. 

“BY USA also sponsors 80 different 
clubs on campus ranging from the 
Polynesian ,Club to the American 
Sportsman Association.”

said. 

Fairbanks said their hope is “for 
one card that will do everything you 
need on campus.” Their list includes 
laundry services, library, testing cen- 
ter, and even locking and unlocking 
doors by using specially coded locks. 

“But we need to crawl before we 
can walk,” Fairbanks said. Auxiliary 
services does not want to get too far 
ahead of itself by overwhelming ev- 
eryone with a new system. “We want 
to go ahead slowly, but effectively as 
we go,” Fairbanks said.

3p.m.,and1p.m.to5p.m.. 

Once the student has the necessary 
paperwork, the time block, some 
skills and experience, persistence and 
consistency are in order. 

“T tell the students they need to be 
consistent and persistent,” said Mor- 
rell. She said there are not enough 
jobs on campus for everyone who 
wants a job. During fall and winter 
there are about 7,000 to 8,000 on-cam- 
pus jobs available. 

She said it is important for students 
to check the job board everyday, only 
checking one day a week reduces the 
chances of finding a job. 

Once a student finds an on-campus 
job of interest, he would fill out an 
application card and meet with an in- 
terviewer, 

She recommends that students not

The new phones are encased in 
large yellow boxes that open easily. 
The caller simply picks up the re- 
ceiver and pushes a red button. The 
call is directed to a computer that tells 
the dispatcher the location of the call 
and the best approach for emergency 
vehicles. 

After that the dispatcher has sev- 
eral options available to ensure that 
the emergency is understood and re- 
sponded to. 

They have the capability to filter 
out background noise and, if the caller 
were to faint or lose contact with the 
dispatcher, a siren can be sounded to 
attract attention to the phone so con- 
tact can be re-established by other 
people in the vicinity. Ifa call is made, 
but no one answers the dispatcher, an 
officer is immediately sent to the loca- 
tion.

BYU offers a variety. of computer 
services along with a center com- 
pletely devoted to solving computer 
problems. 

Included in the services are renting 
time on a personal computer, laser 
printing, text and image scanning and 
transferring files between Macintosh 
and IBM computers. 

At the Harold B. Lee Library 
Wordprocessing Center, in the Copy 
Center on the main floor of the library 
(8850a HBLL), students can rent 
time on computers and print out their 
documents on laser printers. The cen- 
ter is open from 7 a.m. to 11:45 p.m. 
Monday to Friday and 8 a.m. to 11:45 


p.m. Saturday. Both Macintosh and | 
IBM computers are available. Other | 


services include scanning, file conver- 
sions between Macintosh and IBM 
computers and optical character 
recognition. The center has the latest 
versions of popular computer pro- 
grams, such as WordPerfect and Mi- 
erosoft Word. On the Macintosh, the 
center has about 25 software pack- 
ages, including word processing, 
graphics and page layout. 

A users card, available at the cen- 
ter, is required to use the machines 
and allows printing at a discount. You 
must have a card to use the machines, 
but you may print without a card. 

The Word Center, in 122 ELWC, is 
open Monday through Friday, 8 a.m. 


to 10 p.m. and Saturday, noon to 10 


p.m. Anyone can rent time on the 
Macintosh or IBM computers and the 
center has the latest versions of most 
popular software packages.

“Tt (the construction) has impacted 
business very adversely,” Hamilton 
said. “We were impacted last year 
because of the closure in front of our 
area at the same time.” 

Nelson said the intersection of Uni- 
versity Avenue and University Park- 
way will be completed Saturday and 
will be open to traffic Sept 7, one day 
before BY U’s opening home football 
game against Miami. 

The road will be surfaced with con- 
crete, and during the construction 
Provo City will be replacing the water 
lines under the street. 

Most of those affected agree the 
construction is necessary. The prob- 
lem, they say, is that UDOT chose to 
complete the project during what, for 
many businesses, is a crucial time of 
the year. 

These merchants feel they are tak- 
ing an unnecessary loss that could 
have been avoided had UDOT sched-

“We tried to encourage them to 
wait until May, but they ignored our 
concerns,” says David Freeman, co- 
owner of the Glenwood and Riviera 
apartments, which straddle Univer- 
sity Avenue. 

Freeman said sign-ups for the 
Glenwood are down, and each empty 
space in the Glenwood represents a 
loss of $1,000. 

Allyson Stevenett, manager of 
Stevenett’s Malt Shoppe, says her 
restaurant is now isolated, and the 
roadblocks and detours discourage 
customers from coming into the area. 

John Lesser, whose Friar Tuck’s 
restaurant on the corner of Univer- 
sity Avenue and 1230 North is also 
partially isolated, estimates a 20 to 30 
percent loss in revenue because of the 
construction, and he predicts it will 
get worse before it gets better. 

“What bothers me is that they 
waited until the busiest time of year,” 
Lesser said.

Freeman said he was upset because 
UDOT started the project without 
consulting with the property owners, 
merchants and the university about 
the timing.” 

The timing was not only bad for the 
merchants, Freeman said, but for 
BYU because of Education Week, the 
start of school and the upcoming 
BYU-Miami game, when the press 
will descend on Provo from all over 
the country. 

“This six-week period of time is a 
time when BYU rolls out the red car- 
pet and plays host to so much.” 

Hamilton said, “We do not feel that 
the city paid any attention to our con- 
cerns about this particular time.”
